Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the teachings of Kawahara does not allude to 
the first thread allowing the second thread to roll forward such that the thread is stopped in a safe state. The examiner 
disagrees. Central to the understanding of the cited claims is what one of ordinary skil in the art would envision the 
step of allowing the second thread to roll forward in order to stop in a safe state. Absent of any other understanding, 
the limitation is interpreted as if the second thread cannot stop immediately then it is allowed to execute a little longer 
until it can stop. Kawahara teaches that the provision that the second thread cannot be stopped in an inconsitent state. 
It details that the thread when invoked to immediately stop, makes a determination if it can stop and whether when it 
stops that it is stable, if not, it performs corrective measures, i.e. exceptions, etc. and then stops in a stable step. 
Because there is no other or adverse teaching of the interpretion of allowing the thread to roll forward, the cited 
corrective measures would constitute as allowing the thread to roll forward and therefore the claims are anticipated in 
view of Kawahara. The examiner will consider this assessment with the recommendations on how to correct the 101 
issues and respond accordingly. The interview concluded. 
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
